pectations of tho exports are realized,
Price citizens will be cooking with natu-
ral gas beforo spring comes again.

Experienced oil mon, backed hy eastern
capital, have been at work for two
months, and so quietly have they worked
that the Held which is behoved to be
underlaid with oil and gas has been prac-
tically covered with location notices. This
field, a shallow valley, begins at Soldiercanyon, about twelve miles from this
city, and extends for about twelvo miles
in a southeasterly direction to Farnham,
on the Denver & Rio Grande main line.
It 1s approximately twelve miles wide.
Threo rigs have been pur-
chased and are on their way at this
time, and upon their arrival will bo Im-
mediately put to work.

It has beon known for fifteen years
that all signs pointod to the fuel that
this is oil territory, and twdlvo vears
ago eastern capitalists sent out pros-
pectors to look over tho ground in ques-
tion. Their reports woro so favorable
that Alex Hiistrom, an oil expert, was
engaged to put down a well. His advlco
as to tho location of the woll was dis-
regarded, however, and he wag directed
to bore at a certain spot. did bo,
with negative results ns far as finding
oil was concerned, but It is said that he
struck a strong flow of gas. Tho well
was plugged and nothing further was
done at that time.

Mr. Hiistrom departed for other fields,
and not until this summer did he againappear on the scene. Early In the pres-
ent year Mr Hiistrom. now In the cm-pl-

of tho Standard Oil people, was sont
to this stato lo make a report on Its oil
possibilities, especially with reference to
the Greon River field. His report on that
section Is not known, but ho came on
to Carbon county to take another sur-
vey of the field ho had been over more
than twelve years ago. So favorable was
his report of indications here that he was
authorized to go ahead and locato all the
oil ground that looked good to him andto bore in what he considered the most

.favorable place.
